| nutritive value than if made from 
wheat flour alone. In using wheat 
locally grown products

used as far as possible.

GERMAX POPULATION CENTERS 


(By Uic Associated 1'res.-) • 


Amsterdam, March 20.—War has 


produced some remarkable changes 
in the population and relative im- 
portance of big German cities. 
The 


five principal centers of the munition 
industries have suddenly mounted to 
places among the nine largest cities 
in Germany. Before the war Munich 
was the third largest city in Germany, 
ranking immediately behind Berlin 
and Hamburg. Munich has now 
dropped into seventh place, and Bo-' 


chun, in Westphaliaa Prussia, has 
risc-n to third place. 


Bochun is the seat of great coal, 


iron and steel industries. In 1900 
it had a scant 65,000 inhabitants. 
Now it boasts of more than 764,000. 


Dresden and Breslau, which -were 


formerly the fourth and fifth cities 
in Germany, tfave fallen well behind 
Dortmund and Essen.

JTrench fever and shell shock are 
tJie two most difficult problems that 
this war has presented to medical 
science, according to a report Issued 
by a British-American medical com- 
missiion which has recently been 
sitting here. 


Cases of trench fever were re- 


ported from France as early as 1915, 
and the disease has bee.i continually 
studied ever since, but the organism 
which causes it has not been dis- 
covered nor has any drug been found 
for its successful treatment. 
The 


American army doctors believe that 
they have definitely established that 
trench fever is communicated by a 
body-louse, a fact which has been 
invriit'sators also. 


The fact that the disea;;a is grow- 


ing more prevalent and is spread- 
ing from the trenches to the back 
areas is also noted in the .report. 
The original cases were all among 
troops in the trenches, but the di- 
sease is now prevalent on various 
lines of communication and'at the [ 
bases. 
Even hospital. orderlies and j

Lieutenant C. J. Alleway, of the 


Candaain army in, France, delivered 
two stiring messages to the people 
of Fontotoc County yesterday. 
In 


the afternoon lie spoke to several 
hundred men, women ami children 
on the school grounds of Roff, and 
In the evening he addressed hun- 
dreds of Ada citizens in the Normal 
School auditorium. Mr. Alleway is 
thoroughly inbued with the spirit 
of the Allies, and says thnt it is a 
jnatter of conquering or going under 
the iron heel of German rulers. 


He traced the activity of a soldier 


boy from the time he leaves home 
until he gets back wounded or meets 
his fate on the battle field. 
When 


the boy goes to camp, he first gets In- 
to phpsicial 
condition 
by 
going 


through 
muscular 
exercises 
and 


drilling. The boy thinks 
that he 


drills for nothing, but -when he gets 
Inthe battle lines, and is ordered 
over the top, he then realizes that 
his driling is meant much. Here it 
is that sufficient drilling makes the 
boy feel that he is better than the 
opposing soldier. 


In going to France, the soldiers 


ore put on transports, oftentimes as 


many as sixteen transports, going 
over at the same time. 
They wear 


life belts In the day time and sleep 
with them fastened to their arms at 
night. 
While few transports 
are 


sunk, the soldier must be ready for 
any emergency. 


Arriving in France the Canadians 


are put through more training be- 
fore 
taking 
their place in 
the 


trenches. 
Finally the word comes 


that they are to relieve a certain 
part of the front, and silently in 
the 
night 
they march into the 


trenches and the tired soldiers march 
out. 
The trendies in many places 


cannot be drained and are filled with 
mud 
and 
water. 
In 
places 
the 


trenches are well built and have 
a narrow sidewalk in the bottom. 
The sidewolk, however, is 
not 
to 


walk on, but is to "be used when the 
boys are taking shots at the Fritz- 
ies. Some night soon after going into 
the trenches, a telephone message 
will come from headquarters that 
says "Up and Over," that means j 
that next morning just before day, 
thye must change over the top and 
collect the lives of a few Germans. 
As the first dim signs of light ap- 
pear, they rush over the top, ease 
across No Man's land 
and 
jump 


mercilessly upon the Germans. It 
is easy to tell a German in this drive, 
for lie always holds up his hands. 
A bayonet stab is sufficient to do
